The Cultivated Blueberry is a rather DWARF growing 
plant. A plant 15 years old will not be over 6 ft. tall, but 
it will be the same size in circumference. They grow in a 
ball shape plant, and their roots are all very near the top 
of the soil, so they must be cultivated very 
shallow. Set the plants 5 ft. apart each way, 
and keep clean by frequent cultivation. Hoe all 
weeds away from the plants. We offer 2-yr., 
3-yr., 4-yr. and 5-yr.-old plants. All of these 
sizes have some buds. You can expect 2 to 6 
quarts of fruit from a 5-year-old plant the year 
after set, when it becomes well established. 
Even the 3-year-old plants will bear some fruit 
the same year set.
